| The nextday, he was cenvented before the Lord 
Prefident Bradſhaw,Sir Hewr y Mildmay Knight, 8 Thomas Scot 
Eſquire, three ofthe Members of State,delegated by the Council 
for the taking of the' examination of him, and of Sir Heyry 
Chichley Knight, Door Hewry Edwards, and Mr. Clark, ca- 
: ſually found in the ſame Inn with Mr. Azdrewe. 
| Thoſe Gent. examined him ſo punQually to every a&ion and 
circumſtance that had paſſed on his part fince he took up Armes, 
and eſpecially ſince the render of Foreſter, and his return from 
thence to London; and-alſo concerning his ſeveral Lodgings, 
Names,  Acquaintances, Removes,” Abodes inthe Countrey, 
correſpondencies by Letters, and intereſt in places and perſons, 
as if they had kepta Diary for him. Which conſidered, and 
that Sir Joh» Gell Baronet, Major Barnard, Captain Smath, 
y Captain Beyſor,' and Captain eAſþ!ep, (with whom he had the 
T laſt and moſt queſtionable correſpsndence,)were all in cuſtody, 
b- he found himſelf to be betrayed,but could not at preſent gueſs 
by whom, butwell ſaw that he _ better be fair in his confeſſi- 
on,

ors; then to-deny what he ſaw by the perfeQneſs of his exami- 
ners, would be proved againſt him, by the diſcoverie of ſome 
of thoſe formerly ſecured, and examined before his comming 
up ; and was reſolved'to begre the worſe, and not ſd "much to 
ſhame himſelf, or his matter, as to deny things evident, or 
eaſily evidenceable, but rather to- caſt himſelf upon God, and 
come off as well as he could witn a truth in his mouth, as the 

eſt way to meet death without ſhame, 

In hits Anſwers, he would have bin circumſtantial, but was 
kept cloſe ro the Quzſtion; at his departure he defired that he 
might ſet down his own Narrative, according to his own ſence, 
which was granted him to prepare, andto ſend or bring to them 
as there was opportunity. And having totally, as much as in 
bim lay, excuſed ( as was juſt for him todo ) his fellow pri- 
ſoners, as to any thing related to his Delinquency, he was with 
them committed to the Gatehouſe, 

Weineſday following, he was reconvented and reexamined. 

On Friday, he was again convented;and delivered in his Nar= 
rativeto-the Lord Preſident, and the Houſe by buſmneſs happen- 
ning detaining the other two examiners, he was by the Preſi- 
dent returned, Z 

On Saturday, he was recalled, and then, as at all times before, 
uſed and treated with civility, and nolittle preſſure to dciſover 
ſome great perſons, . his ſuppoſed confederates ; the aime, as he 
conjectur'd ( and that upon Rrong inference, and ſome expre- 
ions) was at Sir Guy DPalmes, Sir John Curſon, and Sir 
Thomas Whitmore &c, But he accountedit a great bleſſing in 
his inhappineſs, that his misfortune was not cumulative, nor 
fatal to any his friends or familiars, who yet knew nothing of 
the reaſon of his Impriſonment, more then for what they were be- 
holding to common fame, and had no ſhare in his fault, (ſuch 
as it was ) and he wasglad that he could as well engroſs the ſuf- 
fering to himſelf. 

On Sunday next, he was called out of his bed, and by two 
Meſſengers, his Keeper, and his . Man, brought into a boat at 
Kings-bridg at Weſtminſter, and thence Carried to the Toer, 
The warrant which at the Lievtenants houſe was read, imported, 
That he was committed cloſe priſoner for high treaſon,in endea-

youring to ſubyert the preſent Goverment, &c, To be kept iſ 
_ delivered by Law. ent 

He was deſigned by the Lievtenant, Collonel Franevs ef, to 
a priſon-lodging; but having notified to him his quality, he 
was put into the cuſtody of Mr. Richard Standon, one of the 
Yeomen Warders, in his houſe, equally convenient with the 
beſt in the Tower. / Atthis:coming tothe Tower he had bat two 
ſhillings in his purſe; and ſuppoſing he ſhauld have been pro- 
vided for diet as the States priſoner,. . he ſent to the Lievte- 
nantzto know what, he would order for him ? who returned, That 
if he had money ke might haye what'he would, but. at his pro- 
ves. oo ern 

His Keeper was upon his delivery'to hts' charge, command- 
ed to keep him ſafe, and if he eſcaped threatened to be hang'd, 
and acentinel ſet immediatly at the dere, and that day two 
Gentlewomen comming” 'to ſechim, wereall night impriſoned 
in the Round-houſe, and ' next day carried to. the Council of 
State, and tritly examined, © .

His Waterman' that week brought him ſome money, for 
which, and ſome affeionate words ſpoken of him, he was con- 
vented before the Prefident, examined, rebuked, and diſmiſſed;

What paſſed between my ſelf and Mr. Barnard, before 
my acquaintance with Holmes and Benfon, and yhich is ex- 
preſt in my anſwers, and narrative, was intime before Eafter 
Term laſt, when there was an order for departure of perſons 
I in my condition, from this Town, and I in obedience there- 
| unto, did leave this City on Saturday the fixt of ay, and 
came to Ar.
